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LEGION BEHIND 
PLEBISCITE 


Ottawa— Branche of the Canadian 
Legion throughout the country will 
work to obtain during the forthcoming 
plebiscite a release of the government 
from anti-conscription pledges, the 
Canadian Legion said in a statement 
issued over the signature of Alex 
Walker, Calgary, Dominion president. 

“Legion branches will work to se- 
cure such an overwhelming result at 
the polls that this plebiscite will be 
transformed into a weapon of victory.” 
said the statement. 

The statement said it was regret- 
table that the government had _ con- 
sidered a plebiscite necessary and ad- 
ded—. 

“But having chosen this course it 
is for them to give a definite lead to 
the people and frame the plebiscite 
question so clearly that there can be 
no mistaking the issue or their inten- 
tions to exercise immediately the 
power they seek as soon as contained. 

“We must all see to it that such a 
vote is overwhelmingly in favor of 
supporting our men overseas and that 
it is a great demonstration of national 
unity and will to victory.” 
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Alberta Farmers To Get 
$20,000,000 Bonus Total 
From Federal Government 


When all cheques have been sent 
out, Dominion government bonus pay- 
ments to farmers in this province will 
run close to $20,000,000, according to 
figures made available by Dominion 
officials. E. L. Gray of Regina, direct- 
or of the wheat acreage reduction 
scheme for the prairie provinces who 
was here Thursday said the various 
schemes were operating satisfactorily 
and cheques were being issued from 
head offices at Regina as rapidly as 
possible, 

The estimates are made up as fol- 
lows— Wheat acreage reduction 
scheme, $8,000,000; Prairie Farm As- 
sistance act, $6,000,000; praire farm 
income payment (75 cents per cultiv- 
ated acre up to maximum of 200 ac- 
res), $5,000,000. 

Payments were being made on the 
P. F. A. A. and the P.F.1.P plans, said 
the director. Under these schemes, 60 
per cent would be paid in the Decem- 
ber-January term and the balance of 
40 per cent after March 1. It was hop- 
ed the first term cheques all would be 
out by January 31. Where farmers are 
entitled to draw PFAA and PFIP pay- 
ments, one cheque will be issued for 
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@ An export business of around five 
million bushels of Canadian wheat and 
wheat flour, and an additional three 
million bushels processed into flour, 
destined for the United Kingdom, was 
reported from Winnipeg last week. 
Sales to Britain have been heavy in 
the past weeks.

MERICANS began their first year 
A of war with an experience that 
has befallen every other nation in tre 
initial stages of the struggle against 
Axis aggression. It is -co'd comfort to 
know that the reverses we suffer are 
due to the unexpectedness and treach- 
ery cf the attack on our distant out- 
posts. It does not help much to _ re- 
member that others before us were 
inadequately 
prepared by similar surprise blows, 
also delivered in the dark or under 
cover of treaties.

To Treat or not to Treat 
This article is not, as the title 
sugyests, a discuvsion of barroom 
etiquette. It is comcerned with the 
move important, if less stimulat- 
ing‘!) sugject of seed treatment. 
Sced treatment is insurance and, 
jie olf imsurance, costs something. 
We are ali obliged to decide whether 
it pays to insure our buildings, cars. 
| lives or crons, and ig we decide that 
In tne jong run we shall gain by 
carrying the risks curselves, we don’t 
insure. 
So it is with seed treatment ex- 
cept that sormecrimes we can be 
almost certain that treatment will 
save money. If, in 1241, we had smut 
in oats, covered smut in barley, or 
stinking smut (bunt) in wheat, there 
is no argument—-we should treat. 
In Alberta, plant pathologists have 
aerced to recommend treatment of 
cereal seed with an organic mercury 
dust as a regular practice. In Mani- 
toba crop districts 3, 4, 6, 9 and 10, 
farmers using their own wheat seed 
are advised to treat with Ceresan 
or Leytosan due to the prevalence of 
root-retting and leaf-spotting fungi. 
Fisewhere in Manitelva and in Sas- 
katchewan, farmers must make the 
decision for themselves. 
The Associated Laboretory Ser- 
vices, with laboratories in Saskatoon, 
have undertnken to examine seed 


samples atid to advise for or against

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THE WAR AS A WHOLE

defeai to datc. The steady r-treat of 
the Germans in Russia can no longer 
be repre-ented even to the German 
people as an orderly withdrawa'. 

The rel ex’ent of the Nizi disaster 
is revealed in what is hap»ening in the 
Crimea, It was considered a great tri- 
umph when the German I}¢g'o s jimp- 
ed the straits of Kerch an’ established 
a strong foothold on the Caucasus 
bridge. Now the armies of Ceneral 
Timoshenko have perform-d the 
greater exploit of driving the invaders 
back again, an? retaking I<cre’: and 
Theodosia. This southern se’tor is 
the vital part of the Russian ‘front 
from Hitler’s point of view. !t is the 
route to hs real objectives, t!e key to 
the B'ack Sea, the sure way to isolate 
Turkey, and these hard-won gains 
are not lost because of weather. Only 
superior military force could push the 
Germans out of the Crimea. 

This is a manifest defeat for the 
Germans and a successful offensive 
for the Russians, As such its effects 
on the war as a whole overshadow 
events in the Pacific or in anv other 
war theatre. Soviet spokesmen in the 
Pravda are casting aspersiors ~n our 
courage and wisdom in declaring Man- 
ila an open city, apparently unmind- 
ful that all the circumstances in the 
far away Phillippines are different 
from those obtaining in cities situated 
in the heart of Russia. But the critic- 
ism does not lesson the satisfaction 
and encouragement we derive from 
the proved ability of the Russians to 
recover so magnificently from their 
own early defeats. Years of prepara- 
tion failed to save the Red Armies 
from suffering terrible losses in the 
first six months of their campaign. 
Now they are driving the enemy back, 
and the demonstration that the first 
setbacks are only a phase of the war 
brightens the ong view for us all.

Hiow Rent Control 
Affects You — 


as a landlord 


as a tenant 


S a part of the general plan to halt further increases in 

the Cost of Living, the Government on December 1, 
1941, extended the policy of the Price Ceiling to rentals 
for all commercial and housing accommodation in Canada. 
Generally speaking the new rental laws provide that: 


(1) No oral or written lease for any commercial or housing 
accommodation (furnished or unfurnished) may legally 
be made after October 11, 1941, at a rental higher than 
the rentallawfully payable under the lease in effect on 
that date unless an application for increased rental has 
been made to and approved by alocal Rentals Com- 
mittee of the Wartime Prices and Trade Board. Such 
an application must be based on specified circumstances 
arising since October 11, 1941. 


NOTE: Land and premises used solely for farm purposes are 
not subject to rent control. 


(2) A tenant is entitled to a renewal of his lease unless the 
landlord requires the premises for certain reasons 
named in the Board’s Rental Orders and has given the 
tenant a written notice to vacate within the time and 


in the manner prescribed therein. 


If this notice to 


vacate is contested by the tenant, the landlord must 
secure a Court Order for possession. 


(3) Copies of all Rental Orders and Regulations of the 
Board and application forms for rental variations are 
available from any of the regional or sub-offices of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, and, in areas where 
such offices are not yet established, from the Clerk of 


any County or 
Committec. 


District Court or local Reatals 


VIOLATIONS of these orders are punishable by law and should be 
reported in writing to the Prices and Supply Representative 
Regional Office, Wartime Prices and Trade Board, at the nearest 


of any of the following cities:

Winnipeg, North Bay, London, Toronto, Brockville, Montreal, 
Quebec, Saint John, Halifax or Charlottetown.

Buy uncut macaroni and allow one 
long piece per person, cooking in the 
usual manner. When done drain and 
rinse in cold water.

2 tablespoons butter, 

1-4 cup bread crumbs, 

Grated onion, salt and pepper. 

Mix melted butter, bread crumbs, 
meat, beaten egg, milk and seasonings 
Put this into the lined mould and if 
desired cooked macaroni can be used 
to cover the top. Place in a pan of 
water and thoroughly heat in a mod- 
erate oven about 30 minutes. When 
ready to serve unmould and garnish 
with tomato sauce and suitable accom-
